GEORGE  the  SIXTH,  by  the  Grace  of  God, 
of  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  and  the  British 
Dominions  beyond  the  Seas,  King,  De¬ 
fender  of  the  Faith,  Emperor  of  India. 

To  all  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come — 
Greeting. 

T.  D.  Pattullo,  {  TyHEREAS  by 
Acting  Minister  of  Lands. \  VV  section  188 
of  the  “  Water  Act  ”  it  is  provided  that  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Minister  of  Lands,  to  constitute  by  Letters 
Patent  a  tract  of  land  an  improvement  district 
and  the  owners  thereof  a  body  corporate. 


And  whereas  a  petition  has  been  addressed 
to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  by 
owners  of  land  within  the  tract  of  land  here¬ 
inafter  described,  praying  that  the  said  tract 
of  land  may  be  constituted  an  improvement 
district  and  the  owners  thereof  a  body  cor¬ 
porate: 

And  whereas  the  provisions  of  the  “  Water 
Act  ”  relative  to  such  petitions  have  been  com¬ 
plied  with : 

And  whereas  the  Minister  of  Lands  has 
recommended  that  the  prayer  of  the  said  peti¬ 
tion  be  granted : 

And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has,  by  Order  in  Council  made  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Water  Act,” 
been  pleased  to  order  that  the  said  tract  of 
land  situate  in  New  Westminster  District,  and 
hereinafter  more  particularly  described,  be 
constituted  an  improvement  district  and  the 
owners  thereof  a  body  corporate  under  the  said 
Act,  and  has  made  further  provision  to  the 
tenor  and  effect  hereinafter  appearing: 

Now  know  YE  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim: — 

1.  That  certain  tract  of  land  comprising  all 
the  lots  and  other  parcels  in  District  Lot  172, 
Group  1,  New  Westminster  District,  except 
rights-of-way  used  for  railway  purposes,  shall 
from  and  after  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  March, 
1939,  be  constituted  an  improvement  district 
and  the  owners  thereof  a  body  corporate  under 
and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Water 
Act  ”  and  amending  Acts,  and  under  and  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained  or 
referred  to. 

Name,  Territorial  Limits,  and  Objects  of 
the  District. 

2.  The  improvement  district  shall  be  called 
and  known  by  the  name  and  title  of  “  Con¬ 
naught  Heights  Waterworks  District.” 

3.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  com¬ 
prise  all  the  tract  of  land  hereinbefore 
described. 

4.  The  objects  of  the  improvement  district 
shall  be  the  acquisition  and  operation  of  works 
and  licences  for  the  storage,  delivery,  and  car¬ 
riage  of  water  for  waterworks  purpose  and 
such  incidental  purposes  as  are  authorized  by 
the  licences  it  acquires ;  the  acquisition  and 
operation  of  works  for  the  carriage  and  dis¬ 
posal  of  domestic  and  industrial  sewage  and 
garbage;  the  provision  of  fire-protection  by 
acquiring  and  operating  works  and  equipment, 
or  by  contract,  and  the  acquisition  and  opera¬ 
tion  of  licences  and  works  for  the  distribution, 
delivery,  and  sale  of  electric  energy. 

Qualification  of  Voters  at  the  First 
Election. 

5.  At  the  first  election  every  person  shall  be 
qualified  to  vote  for  Trustees  who  is  a  British 
subject  and  is  twenty-one  years  old  or  older, 
and  is  an  owner  of  land  in  the  improvement 
district  or  the  authorized  agent  of  any  cor¬ 
poration  that  is  an  owner  of  such  land,  and  is 
not  of  Chinese,  Japanese,  or  other  Asiatic  or 
Indian  race. 

Number,  Qualification,  and  Term  of  Office 
of  the  Trustees. 

6.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  said 
improvement  district. 

7.  Any  person  qualified  as  hereinbefore  pro¬ 
vided  to  vote  at  the  first  election  shall  be 
qualified  to  be  a  candidate  for  election  as 
Trustee  at  the  first  election. 

8.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for 
whom  the  greatest  number  of  qualified  persons 
vote  at  the  general  meeting  called  pursuant 
to  clause  10  hereof  shall  hold  office  until  the 
annual  general  meeting  of  1942,  the  candidate 
elected  for  whom  the  second  greatest  number 
of  the  said  persons  vote  shall  hold  office  until 
the  annual  general  meeting  of  1941,  and  the 
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candidate  elected  for  whom  the  third  greatest 
number  of  the  said  persons  vote  shall  hold 
office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1940 ; 
but  should  there  be  nominated  no  more  than 
three  candidates  for  the  office  of  Trustee,  then 
the  Returning  Officer  shall  have  power  to  and 
shall  declare  which  of  the  candidates  elected 
shall  hold  office  until  the  next,  the  second,  and 
the  third  succeeding  annual  general  meetings 
respectively. 

First  Meeting  of  the  First  Trustees. 

9.  The  first  Trustees  of  the  said  improve¬ 
ment  district  shall  first  meet  on  the  first  Mon¬ 
day  following  their  election,  and  if  the  same 
is  a  holiday,  then  on  the  day  next  following 
which  is  not  a  holiday. 

Returning  Officer  and  his  Instructions.

The  Returning  Officer  shall  call  a  general 
meeting  of  the  owners  of  land  within  the  im¬ 
provement  district  who  are  qualified  to  vote 
as  aforesaid  for  the  purpose  of  electing  three 
Trustees.

The  Returning 
Officer  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  election 
and  shall  return  the  names  of  the  successful 
candidates  to  the  Water  Board. 

11.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  the  “Water 
Act  ”  to  the  contrary,  the  Trustees  may,  with¬ 
out  obtaining  the  assent  of  the  electors,  apply 
for  a  loan  under  the  “  Municipal  Improve¬ 
ments  Assistance  Act,  1938,”  and  may  under¬ 
take  on  behalf  of  the  improvement  district  to 
repay  the  said  loan  and  interest  thereon,  and 
may  incur  any  expenses  necessary  or  incidental 
to  obtaining  the  said  loan. 

12.  In  the  first  assessment  roll  of  the  im¬ 
provement  district  the  lands  in  the  district 
shall  be  classified  as  follows: —

To  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill 
any  vacancy  or  vacancies  which  has  or 
have  occurred  or  is  or  are  about  to 
occur  among  the  Trustees,  and  to  elect 
a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one  whose 
term  of  office  expires  coincident  with 
the  holding  of  such  annual  general 
meeting. 

“  A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called 
by  the  Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose 
of  electing  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  among  the  Trustees,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  with  the  owners 
any  matter  or  matters  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at  a 
general  meeting. 

“  At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  up  in 
at  least  three  conspicuous  public  places  in  the 
improvement  district.  The  said  notices  may 
be  in  Form  4  of  Schedule  A  of  the  ‘  Wa£er 
Act.’ 

“  The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes 
of  all  matters  brought  before  the  meeting  and 
the  action  taken  thereon.  At  any  general 
meeting  every  person  shall  be  qualified  to  vote 
who  is  a  British  subject  and  is  twenty-one 
years  old  or  older  and  is  an  owner  of  land  in 
the  improvement  district,  or  the  authorized 
agent  of  any  corporation  that  is  an  owner  of 
such  land,  or  the  legal  representative  of  any 
owner  of  such  land  who  has  died,  become  insol¬ 
vent,  or  insane,  and  is  not  of  Chinese,  Japanese, 
or  other  Asiatic  or  Indian  race.  No  person 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  annual  or  other 
general  meeting  while  there  is  owing  to  the 
improvement  district  in  respect  of  the  land 
held  by  him  any  taxes,  tolls,  or  other  charges 
other  than  those  levied,  fixed,  or  charged  by 
the  Trustees  within  one  year  of  the  date  of  the 
meeting.

15.  All  words  and  phrases  given  special 
meaning  in  section  181  of  the  “  Water  Act  ” 
shall,  where  used  herein,  be  ascribed  the  mean¬ 
ing  given  them  in  the  said  section  unless  the 
context  otherwise  requires.

2.  The  fees  to  be  paid  on  any  application 
under  the  provisions  of  section  21  of  the  said 
Act  shall  be  based  on  the  amount  of  indebted¬

For  all  amounts  over  $100,000, 
per  thousand  dollars  addi¬ 
tional  _  .50 


3.  The  application  fee  shall  be  paid  before 
the  application  is  considered  by  the  Commis¬ 
sion.  Should  an  application  be  withdrawn  or 
permitted  by  the  applicant  to  lie  dormant  for 
six  months  or  more,  the  fee  shall  be  retained. 
If  the  application  is  refused  in  whole  or  in 
part,  such  part  of  the  application  fee  may  be 
refunded  to  the  applicant  as  seems  reasonable 
to  the  Commission  in  the  circumstances  of  the 
case.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of

All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.

“  WORKMEN’S  COMPENSATION  ACT.” 


Accident-prevention  Regulations. 

URSUANT  to  the  “  Workmen’s  Compensa¬ 
tion  Act,”  being  chapter  312  of  the  “  Re¬ 
vised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936,”  the 
Workmen’s  Compensation  Board  has  amended 
the  Accident-prevention  Regulations  which  be¬ 
came  effective  on  or  about  June  22nd,  1935,  as 
follows : — 

General. 

The  following  is  added  as  Regulation  1  (g)  : — 

“(fir.)  Step-ladders  shall  be  substantially 
constructed,  built  at  proper  angles,  and 
equipped  with  metal  braces  or  substantial 
cords  to  hold  legs  securely  in  proper  position.” 

Former  Regulation  1  (fir)  is  renumbered 

1  (h). 

Regulation  6  ( d )  is  amended  by  striking  out 
the  word  “  heavy  ”  in  the  fourth  line,  and  sub¬ 
stituting  therefor  the  word  “  shatter-proof.” 

Regulation  17  (6)  is  amended  by  striking 
out  the  words  “  The  use  of  expansion-bolts  for 
this  purpose  is  forbidden”  in  the  sixth,  seventh, 
and  eighth  lines  thereof. 

The  following  is  added  as  Regulation  30:  — 

“  30.  Exhaust  systems  shall  be  installed  in 
industrial  plants  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Board,  dust  conditions  are  such  as  to  con¬ 
stitute  a  menace  to  the  health  of  workmen.” 

Former  Regulation  30  is  renumbered  31. 

Former  Regulation  31  is  renumbered  32. 

Sawmills. 

Regulation  10  (/)  is  amended  by  inserting 
the  words  “  and  timber  ”  after  the  word  “  log  ” 
in  the  first  line  thereof. 

The  following  is  added  as  Regulation  20:  — 

“  20.  Lumber  piles  shall  be  well  made  and 
stripped.  Piles  shall  not  be  carried  to  such  a 
height  as  to  make  them  insecure  and  liable  to 
topple  over.” 

Shingle-mills. 

The  following  is  added  as  Regulation  14:  — 

“  14.  No  repairs  shall  be  made  to  shingle- 


machines  while  shingle  or  clipper  saws  are  in 
motion.” 

Wood-working  Machinery. 

The  following  is  added  as  Regulation  7 :  — 

“  7.  Planers,  stickers,  shapers,  and  sanders 
shall  be  connected  with  an  adequate  exhaust 
system  to  take  away  shavings  and  dust.” 

Construction  Rules. 

The  following  is  added  as  Regulation 
10  (/?)  :  — 

“  (h.)  When  excavation  is  being  carried  on 
near  a  bank  with  a  power  machine,  the  ma¬ 
chine  and  truck  shall  be  so  placed  that  oper¬ 
ator  is  always  on  the  side  away  from  the  bank. 
Trucks  shall  be  kept  on  the  operator’s  side  of 
machine  and  buckets  shall  not  be  swung  over 
truck-cabs.” 

Former  Regulation  10  ( h )  is  now  renum¬ 
bered  10  (i) . 

Former  Regulation  11  is  now  renumbered  13. 

Former  Regulation  12  is  now  renumbered  11. 

Former  Regulation  13  is  now  renumbered  12, 
and  is  amended  by  adding  the  words  “in  charge 
of  capable  boatmen  ”  after  the  word  “  times  ” 
in  the  third  line  thereof. 

Scaffolds. 

Regulation  5  (a)  and  ( b )  is  struck  out,  and 
the  following  substituted  in  lieu  thereof : — - 

“  5.  Fixed  Scaffolds. —  (a.)  Fixed  scaffolds 
shall  be  erected  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be 
capable  of  sustaining  a  uniformly  distributed 
live  load  of  thirty  pounds  (30  lbs.)  per  square 
foot,  and  the  spacing  of  vertical  supports  shall 
not  exceed  ten  feet  (10  ft.)  on  centres;  pro¬ 
vided  further  that  where  fixed  scaffolds  are 
used  for  brick-laying,  masonry,  or  similar 
heavy  work  the  spacing  of  vertical  supports 
shall  not  exceed  seven  feet  (7  ft.)  on  centres 
and  all  bearers  shall  be  at  least  two  inches 
(2  ins.)  in  nominal  thickness.  All  bearers, 
ledgers,  and  braces  shall  be  well  nailed  or 
bolted. 

“(b.)  Vertical  supports  in  scaffolds  built  up 
to  a  height  of  twenty  feet  (20  ft.)  or  more 
shall  not  be  less  than  four  inches  (4  ins.) 
square. 

“  (c.)  Where  scaffolds  are  over  ten  feet  (10 
ft.)  high,  they  shall  be  equipped  with  a  rail¬ 
ing  and  toe-boards.” 

Explosives. 

Regulation  17  is  struck  out,  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  substituted  in  lieu  thereof: — 

“  17.  When  lighting  fuses  in  a  blasting  oper¬ 
ation,  a  blaster  shall,  if  possible,  have  another 
person  with  him.  No  more  than  ten  holes 
shall  be  fired  in  any  round  of  shots  by  one 
person.” 

Fire  and  Gas. 

Regulations  4  and  5  are  struck  out,  and 
former  Regulation  6  is  now  renumbered  4. 

Mechanical  Refrigeration. 

The  following  regulations  are  added:  — 

“  1.  Every  refrigerating  system  shall  be  de¬ 
signed  and  installed  in  accordance  with  the 
British  Columbia  Regulations  governing  ‘  Boil¬ 
ers,  Pressure  Vessels,  and  Appurtenances.’ 

“  2.  Every  refrigerating-machine  shall  be 
equipped  with  at  least  one  approved  automatic 
safety-valve  of  proper  size  connected  to  the  dis¬ 
charge-line  between  the  imposing  element  and 
the  main  discharge-valve.  The  discharge  out¬ 
let  of  the  safety-valve  shall  be  connected  to  a 
pipe  of  sufficient  size  to  carry  the  refrigerant 
to  the  outside  of  the  building  and  above  the 
roof-level,  or  to  the  suction  side  of  the  main 
suction  stop-valve. 

“  3.  All  liquid  receivers,  shell-type  condens¬ 
ers,  and  shell-type  evaporators  shall  be  pro¬ 
tected  with  automatic  safety-valves  discharg¬ 
ing  either  into  the  open  air  or  the  low-pressure 
side. 
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“  4.  Accumulators  or  liquid-traps  shall  be  in¬ 
stalled  on  all  main  suction-lines  of  refrigerat- 
ing-machines  over  five  (5)  tons  capacity,  and 
shall  be  equipped  with  a  suitable  drain  at  the 
lowest  point. 

“  5.  All  control-valves  shall  be  installed  in 
places  easy  of  access,  and  all  plants  of  five  (5) 
tons  capacity  or  over  shall  be  equipped  with  an 
evacuating-valve  outside  the  refrigerating- 
machinery  room. 

“  6.  Each  refrigerating-machinery  room  shall 
be  provided  with  emergency  means  for  ventila¬ 
tion  from  outside  the  building. 

“  7.  Every  room  containing  a  refrigerating- 
machine  shall  have  at  least  two  (2)  exits,  one 
leading  directly  to  the  open  air  or  to  a  room 
or  hall  through  a  close-fitting  self-closing  door 
opening  outward. 

“  8.  When  a  refrigerating  plant  is  located  in 
a  basement  or  when  there  is  not  sufficient 
natural  ventilation,  mechanical  ventilation  ca¬ 
pable  of  a  complete  change  of  air  within  five 
minutes  shall  be  provided.  The  control  for 
such  mechanical  ventilation  shall  be  located 
outside  the  room  containing  the  refrigerating- 
machine. 

“  9.  Two  gas-masks  or  helmets  of  an  ap¬ 
proved  type  shall  be  kept  in  operative  condi¬ 
tion  and  available  for  immediate  use  in  all 
plants  of  five  (5)  tons  capacity  or  over;  one 
mask  shall  be  kept  inside  the  refrigerating- 
machinery  room  at  a  convenient  place,  the 
other  immediately  outside  of  that  room.  In 
plants  of  less  than  five  (5)  tons  capacity,  one 
mask  or  helmet  shall  be  provided.  Full  in¬ 
structions  for  their  use  shall  be  posted  in  a 
suitable  place  near  the  equipment.  Employees 
shall  be  given  adequate  training  in  the  use  of 
these  masks.” 


The  regulations  for  the  prevention  of  acci¬ 
dents  and  industrial  diseases  in  logging,  which 
became  effective  on  or  about  July  3rd,  1937, 
are  amended  as  follows: — 

Rigging. 

Regulation  3  is  amended  by  adding  the  words 
“  be  permitted  to  ”  after  the  word  “  shall  ”  in 
the  first  line  thereof. 

Regulation  6  is  struck  out,  and  the  following 
substituted  in  lieu  thereof : — 

“  6.  Head-spars,  tail-trees,  and  gin-poles 
shall  be  examined  and  approved  by  the  Woods 
Foreman  or  Superintendent  and  High  Rigger. 

“(a.)  At  least  five  (5)  top  guys,  not  less 
than  one  inch  (1  in.)  in  diameter,  shall  be 
used  on  a  spar.  Main  lines  exceeding  one  inch 
(1  in.)  in  diameter  may  be  supported  by  guys 
of  one-quarter  inch  (M  in.)  smaller  diameter, 
but  such  guys  shall  not  be  less  than  one  and 
one-eighth  inch  (1%  in.)  in  diameter. 

“(b.)  All  landing-trees  shall  have  at  least 
six  (6)  top  guys  and  three  (3)  buckle-guys. 

“(c.)  The  guy-line  to  which  a  loading-jack 
is  attached  shall  be  at  least  one-quarter  inch 
(14  in.)  larger  diameter  than  the  other  guys, 
unless  all  guys  are  one  and  one-half  inch  (IV2 
in.)  in  diameter  or  larger. 

“(d.)  Guy-lines  shall  be  fastened  to  spars 
with  standard  guy-line  shackles.  Hooks  shall 
not  be  used  for  this  purpose.” 

The  following  is  added  at  the  end  of  Regula¬ 
tion  8:  “At  points  where  rigging  is  attached, 
spar-trees  shall  be  barked.” 

Regulation  9  is  struck  out,  and  the  following 
substituted  in  lieu  thereof: — 

“  9.  Trees,  snags,  and  saplings  within  reach 
of  landings,  spar-trees,  or  machines  shall  be 
removed  before  operations  begin.  Trees  anc 
snags  within  reach  of  guy-lines  shall  also  be 
felled,  excepting  rub-trees.” 

Regulation  11  is  struck  out,  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  substituted  in  lieu  thereof: — 

“11.  All  stumps  used  for  anchorage  shall  be 
examined  and  approved  by  the  Superintendent 
or  Woods  Foreman  and  Head  Rigger,  and  be 
properly  notched  and  spiked.  Standing  timber 


shall  not  be  used  for  spar-tree  anchorages. 
These  anchorages  shall  be  inspected  daily  by  a 
competent  employee.” 

Regulation  13  is  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  “  unless  necessary  ”  after  the  word 
“timber”  in  the  second  line  thereof. 

Regulation  20  is  amended  by  adding  the 
words  “  or  slings  ”  after  the  word  “  chokers  ” 
in  the  second  line  thereof. 

Regulation  22  is  amended  by  adding  the  fol¬ 
lowing  at  the  end  thereof:  “  Pass-line  shall  be 
kept  in  good  condition,  free  from  knots  or 
splices,  and  shall  be  long  enough  to  reach  the 
drum  on  machine.” 

The  following  regulations  are  added: — 

“  24.  Hard  hammers  or  axes  shall  not  be 
used  for  cutting  cables.  A  soft  hammer  shall 
be  provided  and  used  for  this  purpose. 

“  25.  When  moving  machines,  open  pin- 
shackles  or  open  hooks  shall  not  be  used  to 
fasten  straps. 

“  26.  Stumps  used  for  moving  machines  shall 
be  cai'efully  chosen.  When  live  trees  which 
may  reach  the  machine  are  used  for  this  pur¬ 
pose,  such  trees  shall  be  guyed. 

“  27.  When  running  in  slack  lines,  workmen 
shall  not  use  their  hands  to  guide  lines  on 
donkey  drums.” 

Falling  and  Bucking. 

Regulation  1  is  amended  by  adding  the  words 
“  be  permitted  to  ”  after  the  words  “  shall  not  ” 
in  the  second  line  thereof. 

Regulation  7  is  struck  out,  and  the  following 
substituted  in  lieu  thereof: — 

“  7.  Fallers  shall  give  timely  warning  to 
buckers  and  other  persons  in  the  vicinity  where 
tree  is  being  felled,  informing  them  of  the 
direction  in  which  the  tree  will  fall,  taking 
notice  that  such  persons  are  not  only  out  of 
reach  of  tree  but  also  out  of  danger  of  possible 
side-winders,  snags,  or  other  trees  which  may 
be  knocked  over  by  tree  being  felled.  An 
answer  back  from  the  bucking  partner  shall  be 
received  before  the  tree  is  felled.” 

The  following  are  added  as  Regulations  11, 
12,  and  13  :— 

“  11.  When  practicable,  snags  shall  be  felled 
before  the  green  timber  and  into  the  open. 

“  12.  Before  starting  to  buck  a  log,  all  brtish 
and  other  objects  which  might  catch  the  saw 
shall  be  cleaned  away. 

“  13.  Fallers  and  buckers  shall  be  respon¬ 
sible  for  keeping  wedges,  axes,  spring-boards, 
saws,  and  other  tools  used  by  them  in  safe  con¬ 
dition.” 

Former  Regulation  11  is  now  renumbei’ed 
14,  and  the  words  “  or  foi'eman  ”  are  added 
after  the  word  “  bull-bucker  ”  in  the  first  line 
thereof. 

Yarding  and  Loading. 

Regulation  3  is  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  “  before  operating  load  ”  after  the  word 
“  distance  ”  in  the  fifth  line,  and  inserting  the 
words  “  before  road  is  used  ”  in  lieu  thereof. 

The  following  are  added  as  Regulations  9 
and  10: — 

“  9.  All  engines  used  in  yarding  and  loading 
shall  be  equipped  with  an  adequate  whistle  or 
horn  for  signalling  purposes. 

“  10.  Engines  used  in  yarding  and  loading, 
including  steam,  gas,  and  Diesel  machines, 
shall  be  operated  only  by  workmen  experienced 
in  their  use  and  familiar  with  the  appi’oved 
code  of  logging-signals.  Employers  shall  make 
sure  that  all  such  operators  are  familiar  with 
the  work  and,  except  for  licensed  steam  engi¬ 
neers,  keep  a  record  of  the  experience  and 
ability  of  each  operator,  such  record  to  be  for¬ 
warded  to  the  Board  on  request  or  be  open  for 
inspection  by  any  representative  thereof.” 


The  title  “  Cat  Logging  ”  is  changed  to 
“  Tractor  Logging.” 

Tractor  Logging. 

Regulation  1  is  struck  out,  and  the  following 
substituted  in  lieu  thereof: — 
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“  1.  All  tractors  used  for  yarding  and  haul¬ 
ing-  shall  be  equipped  with  an  adequate  steel 
guard  to  protect  the  driver  from  falling  sap¬ 
lings,  chunks,  or  limbs,  and  flying  objects  from 
the  rear.” 

Regulation  2  is  struck  out,  and  the  following 
substituted  in  lieu  thereof: — 

“  2.  Tractor  drivers  shall  have  unobstructed 
view  of  logs  and  rigging  crew  when  signal  to 
go  ahead  is  given.  Drivers  must  see  that  no 
one  is  in  range  of  swinging  logs  when  break¬ 
ing  turns  around  stump.” 

Regulation  4  is  amended  by  striking  out  the 
word  “  cats  ”  in  the  first  line,  and  substituting 
the  word  “  tractors  ”  in  lieu  thereof. 

Regulation  5  is  amended  by  striking  out  the 
word  “  cat  ”  in  the  second  line,  and  substitut¬ 
ing  the  word  “  tractor  ”  in  lieu  thereof. 

Regulation  6  is  amended  by  striking  out  the 
word  “  cat  ”  in  the  first  line,  and  substituting 
the  word  “  tractor  ”  in  lieu  thereof. 

The  following  is  added  as  Regulation  7: — 

“  7.  All  projecting  snags,  chunks,  or  other 
similar  dangerous  objects  shall  be  removed 
from  tractor-roads  before  roads  are  used.” 

The  title  “  Truck  Logging  ”  is  changed  to 
“  Motor-truck  Logging.” 

Motor-truck  Logging. 

The  following  is  added  as  Regulation  1:  — 

“  1.  Motor-logging  trucks  and  trailers  shall 
be  equipped  with  brakes  which  will  safely  hold 
the  maximum  load  on  the  maximum  grade. 
Trucks  shall  not  be  loaded  beyond  manufactur¬ 
er’s  rating.  When  trucks  are  equipped  with 
air  or  vacuum  brakes,  the  equipment  shall  in¬ 
clude  breakaway  valves,  boosters,  and  receivers 
or  retainers.” 

Former  Regulation  1  is  struck  out,  and  the 
following  is  substituted  in  lieu  thereof  as  Reg¬ 
ulation  2 : — 

“  2.  All  trucks,  tractors,  and  trailers  shall  be 
kept  in  good  order  and  brakes  shall  be  in¬ 
spected  by  a  competent  mechanic  every  day. 
A  written  record  of  such  inspections  shall  be 
made  and  signed  by  the  mechanic  and  truck- 
driver.  A  test  of  brakes  shall  be  made  at  the 
loading  terminal  immediately  after  loading.” 

Former  Regulations  2,  3,  and  4  are  struck 
out,  and  the  following  are  substituted  in  lieu 
thereof:  — 

“  3.  The  speed  of  motor-logging  trucks  shall 
not  exceed  a  safe  operating  margin  at  any 
time. 

“  4.  Tires  worn  beyond  the  point  of  safety 
shall  not  be  used. 

“  5.  Whenever  single  logs  are  loaded  on 
trucks  a  substantial  bulkhead  shall  be  installed 
for  the  protection  of  the  driver,  extending  at 
least  six  inches  (6  ins.)  higher  and  six  inches 
(6  ins.)  wider  than  the  cab. 

“  6.  Motor-logging  trucks  and  trailers  shall 
be  equipped  with  patent  stake  bunks  or  bunks 
with  chock  blocks  and  chains,  so  constructed 
that  chock  block  can  be  released  from  opposite 
end  of  bunk. 

“  7.  All  private  roads,  bridges,  and  log  dumps 
used  for  motor-truck  logging  shall  be  so  con¬ 
structed  and  maintained  as  to  insure  safe  oper¬ 
ation  at  all  times. 

“  8.  Riprapping  shall  be  placed  on  all  spiked 
plank  roads  and  fore  and  aft  roads  where  the 
grade  is  over  six  per  cent.  (6%).  Riprap  shall 
be  one-half  inch  ( Vz  in.)  square  steel  rods, 
securely  fastened  with  one-quarter-inch  (*4 
in.)  by  three-inch  (3  in.)  staples. 

“  9.  No  one  shall  remain  in  the  cab  while 
truck  is  being  loaded. 

“  10.  Substantial  and  adequate  guard-rails 
shall  be  installed  and  maintained  on  all  bridges 
used  by  motor-logging  trucks  and  on  ap¬ 
proaches  to  bridges. 

“  11.  All  regulations  for  railroad  log-dumps 
shall  apply  to  truck  dumps  when  applicable. 
Where  trucks  are  unloaded  by  hand-power  or 
jacks,  the  side  of  dump  shall  be  elevated  at 
least  six  inches  (6  ins.). 


“  12.  Log  trailer  reaches  shall  be  of  a  size 
and  strength  sufficient  to  withstand  all  im¬ 
posed  strains. 

“  13.  Motor-logging  trucks  operating  on  or 
crossing  public  highways  shall  conform  to  all 
Provincial  or  municipal  regulations  governing 
such  traffic. 

“  14.  All  gasoline  motor-logging  trucks  shall 
be  equipped  with  an  ignition  switch. 

“  15.  All  lights  on  trucks  shall  conform  to 
the  ‘  Motor-vehicle  Act.’ 

“  16.  Loaded  trucks  shall  not  overtake  and 
pass  crew-cars.  These  trucks  shall  follow 
crew-cars  at  a  safe  distance.  Loaded  trucks 
shall  come  to  a  full  stop  when  appi'oaching 
crew-cars  coming  from  tbe  opposite  direction. 

“  17.  A  non-slip  material  shall  be  installed 
on  steps  of  trucks  or  buses  used  in  logging 
operations.” 


The  title  “  Transportation  of  Crew  ”  is 
changed  to  “  Transportation  of  Workmen.” 

Transportation  of  Workmen. 

Regulations  1,  2,  3,  and  4  are  struck  out,  and 
the  following  substituted  in  lieu  thereof:  — 

“  1.  Suitable  provision  shall  be  made  for 
seating  workmen  when  they  are  being  trans¬ 
ported  by  motor-truck,  speeders,  or  cars,  and 
workmen  shall  not  sit  on  the  floor  of  vehicle 
with  their  legs  hanging  over  the  side  unless 
a  foot-board  is  provided. 

“  2.  All  vehicles  used  for  transporting  work¬ 
men  shall  be  equipped  with  racks  for  saws, 
axes,  and  similar  tools,  and  all  such  tools  shall 
be  kept  in  racks  when  carried  on  these  vehicles. 

“  3.  Workmen  are  strictly  prohibited  from 
boarding  or  leaving  any  moving  truck  or  car. 

“  4.  Workmen  shall  not  ride  on  running- 
boards,  fenders,  or  the  outside  of  trucks  or 
trailers  or  on  the  reaches. 

“  5.  No  stops  shall  be  made  on  a  trestle  for 
unloading  or  picking  up  workmen. 

“  6.  Crew-cars  shall  pull  off  to  the  side  of 
the  road  when  picking  up  or  letting  off  men.” 

Equipment. 

Regulation  5  is  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  “  All  handles  shall  be  of  sound  material 
and  securely  fastened  ”  following  the  word 
“  used  ”  in  the  second  line  thereof. 

The  following  is  added  as  Regulation  6:  — 

“  6.  All  handles  shall  be  of  sound  material 
and  securely  fastened.”

Regulations  under  the  “  Seed-growers’ 
Protection  Act.” 


Interpretation. 

1.  The  words  and  expressions  defined  in 
section  2  of  the  “  Seed-growers’  Protection 
Act  ”  shall,  where  used  in  these  regulations, 
have  the  meanings  assigned  to  them  in  the 
said  section;  and  in  addition: — 

“  Act  ”  means  the  “  Seed-growers’  Protection 
Act,”  being  chapter  255  of  the  “  Revised 
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Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936,”  and 
all  amendments  thereto : 

“  Member  ”  means  a  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  “  Vernon  Seed-control 
Area  ” : 

“Minister”  means  Minister  of  Agriculture: 

“  Seed-control  area  ”  means  the  “  Vernon 
Seed-control  Area”: 

“  Vacancy,”  with  reference  to  the  member¬ 
ship  of  the  Committee,  includes  any 
vacancy  about  to  occur  by  the  expiration 
of  the  term  of  any  member. 

2.  The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  four 
members,  and,  except  as  provided  in  section  5 
of  the  Act,  three  of  the  members  shall  be 
persons  nominated  or  elected  by  the  owners  of 
land  in  the  seed-control  area  and  one  a  person 
nominated  by  the  Minister. 

3.  The  members  appointed  under  section  5 
of  the  Act,  other  than  the  nominee  of  the 
Minister,  shall  hold  office  for  the  terms  fixed 
by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council.  The 
members  first  elected  to  succeed  those 
appointed  under  section  5  of  the  Act  shall  hold 
office  as  follows:  One  for  the  term  ending  with 
the  second  annual  meeting  next  following  the 
constitution  of  the  seed-control  area;  one  for 
the  term  ending  with  the  third  annual  meeting 
next  following  the  constitution  of  the  seed- 
control  area;  and  one  for  the  term  ending 
with  the  fourth  annual  meeting  next  following 
the  constitution  of  the  seed-control  area. 

The  candidate  for  membership  on  the  Com¬ 
mittee  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  votes 
shall  hold  office  for  the  longest  term;  the 
candidate  receiving  the  second  greatest  num¬ 
ber  of  votes  shall  hold  office  for  the  second 
longest  term;  and  the  candidate  receiving  the 
third  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  hold  office 
for  the  shortest  term. 

4.  With  the  exception  of  any  member  ap¬ 
pointed  under  section  5  of  the  Act  and  any  of 
the  immediate  successors  to  those  so  appointed, 
and  any  member  nominated  by  the  Minister, 
and  any  member  appointed  to  succeed  a  mem¬ 
ber  who  has  resigned  or  died,  every  member 
shall  hold  office  from  the  time  of  his  appoint¬ 
ment  until  the  third  annual  meeting  next  fol¬ 
lowing. 

5.  The  Committee  of  the  seed-control  area 
shall  in  the  month  of  January  next  following 
the  constitution  of  the  seed-control  area  and 
in  the  month  of  January  in  each  year  there¬ 
after,  call  a  meeting  of  the  owners  of  land  in 
the  seed-control  area  for  the  purpose  of  elect¬ 
ing  a  member  or  members  of  the  Committee 
to  fill  any  vacancies  in  the  membership  of  the 
Committee,  and  for  the  transaction  of  such 
other  business  as  may  be  necessary. 

6.  Ten  days’  notice  of  the  date,  time,  and 
place  of  every  general  meeting  shall  be  sent 
by  mail  or  given  to  every  resident  owner  of 
land  in  the  seed-control  area  at  his  last-known 
address,  or  may  be  given  by  publication  of  the 
notice  in  one  issue  of  a  newspaper  published 
in  the  Province  and  circulating  within  the 
area. 

7.  The  owners  present  at  any  general  meet¬ 
ing  at  the  time  stated  in  the  notice  shall  choose 
a  chairman  for  the  meeting,  who  shall  decide 
all  questions  of  order  and  shall  call  for  nomina¬ 
tions  of  candidates  for  membership  on  the 
Committee. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  nominated  as  a  candi¬ 
date  if  he  refuses  to  accept  the  nomination. 

9.  If  at  the  first  election  no  more  candidates 
are  nominated  than  there  are  vacancies  to  fill, 
the  persons  nominated  shall  be  deemed  elected 
as  members,  and  the  owners  present  shall 
decide  by  vote  the  respective  terms  of  office  of 
the  members  so  elected. 

10.  If  more  candidates  are  nominated  than 
are  required  to  fill  the  vacancies  the  chairman 
shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  majority  of 
owners  present,  declare  when  nominations  are 
closed  and  shall  then  proceed  to  take  the  votes 
of  the  owners  as  to  the  candidates  to  be  elected. 
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11.  In  the  event  of  a  tied  vote  the  chairman 
shall  call  for  another  vote  on  the  candidates 
who  are  tied. 

12.  In  the  event  of  any  delay  or  irregularity 
occurring  in  the  conduct  of  any  general  meet¬ 
ing  or  of  any  doubt  arising  as  to  the  validity  of 
any  election  of  any  member  or  members  of  the 
Committee,  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Minister  for  decision  and  his  decision  shall  be 
final. 

13.  The  Minister  or  Committee  may  at  any 
time  order  the  holding  of  a  special  general 
meeting  for  any  purpose. 

14.  The  Committee  shall  prepare  and  revise 
from  time  to  time  a  “  Register  of  Owners,”  in 
which  shall  be  kept  the  names  and  addresses 
of  all  persons  owning  land  in  the  seed-control 
area. 

15.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  take  part 
in  the  proceedings  at  any  general  meeting 
after  the  first  general  meeting  unless  his  name 
is  entered  in  the  Register  of  Owners  as  an 
owner,  or  unless  he  satisfies  the  chairman  of 
the  general  meeting  that  he  is  duly  qualified 
to  have  his  name  so  entered. 

16.  The  Committee  may  meet  together  for 
the  dispatch  of  business,  adjourn,  and  other¬ 
wise  regulate  their  meetings  as  they  think  fit. 
Three  members  of  the  Committee  shall  consti¬ 
tute  a  quorum.  The  Committee  shall  appoint 
from  among  their  members  a  chairman  and 
secretary-treasurer,  who  shall  carry  out  the 
ordinary  duties  of  such  offices.  Questions  aris¬ 
ing  at  any  meeting  of  the  Committee  shall  be 
decided  by  a  majority  of  votes.  In  case  of  an 
equality  of  votes  the  Chairman  shall  have  a 
second  or  casting  vote.  Any  member  of  the 
Committee  may,  and  the  secretary-treasurer  on 
the  requisition  of  a  member  shall,  at  any  time 
summon  a  meeting  of  the  Committee.  Any 
order  or  determination  signed  by  all  members 
of  the  Committee  shall  be  valid  and  effective, 
whether  signed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee 
or  otherwise. 

17.  In  the  event  of  any  casual  vacancy  in 
the  membership  of  the  Committee  the  remain¬ 
ing  members  of  the  Committee  shall  constitute 
the  Committee  until  the  vacancy  is  filled.  If 
any  member  of  the  Committee  is  absent  from 
the  Province  for  three  months  or  fails  to 
attend  to  his  duties  for  a  like  period,  the  other 
members  of  the  Committee  may  declare  his 
office  vacant.

18.  No  person  shall  grow  any  alfalfa-seed, 
field  root,  or  vegetable  seed  on  land  in  the  seed- 
control  area  unless  he  has  obtained  prior  to 
the  time  of  planting  the  written  permission 
of  the  Committee  to  grow  such  seed. 

19.  Application  for  permits  to  grow  seed 
shall  contain  such  information  as  the  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  require. 

20.  The  Committee  shall  have  authority  to 
charge  and  collect  such  sum  as  it  deems  proper 
(not  exceeding  $5)  for  the  issue  of  any  permit 
to  grow  seed  within  the  seed-control  area. 

21.  (a.)  The  Committee  may,  by  written 
notice  delivex-ed  to  the  owner  or  occupier  of 
any  lands  within  the  seed-control  ai’ea,  require 
such  owner  or  occupier  to  take  such  action  as 
the  Committee  may  outline  in  the  notice  to 
prevent  the  blossoming  or  maturing  on  lands 
owned  or  occupied  by  such  owner  or  occupier 
within  the  seed-control  area  of  any  seed-bear¬ 
ing  plants  being  grown  without  the  written 


permit  of  the  Committee,  when  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Committee  such  plants  are  or  might 
become  injurious  to  any  seed  grown  within  the 
area  pursuant  to  the  Act. 

( b .)  The  notice  referred  to  in  subsection 
(«)  shall  allow  the  owner  or  occupier  at  least 
three  days  from  date  of  delivery  of  the  notice 
to  do  the  things  required  by  the  notice.  Such 
notice  shall  be  deemed  to  be  delivered  to  the 
owner  or  occupier  on  the  day  it  is  handed 
personally  to  the  owner  or  occupier,  or  is 
posted  up  in  some  prominent  place  on  the 
premises,  or  on  the  day  when  such  owner  or 
occupier  woxdd  in  the  ordinary  course  of  the 
post  receive  sxxch  notice  when  such  notice  is 
sent  by  prepaid  registered  mail  addressed  to 
him  at  his  last-known  address. 

(c.)  Any  owner  or  occupier  failing  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  a  notice  given 
under  this  section  within  the  time  given  in  the 
notice  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against 
these  regulations. 

22.  The  Committee  shall  deposit  all  moneys 
received  by  it  in  a  chartered  bank,  and  shall 
not  disburse  any  such  moneys  other  than  by 
means  of  cheques  signed  by  the  chairman  and 
secretary-treasurer.
